The examiner contacted Mr. Greenfield to inform him that the application would be allowable if claims 1, 4, 9, 15 and 16 were 
amended as shown in the examiner's amendment and non-elected claims 43-60 were canceled. We discussed whether there was 
antecedent basis in claim 15 for "tetrahydronaphthalene" which appears in claims 18, 24, 25, 30 and 36. Mr. Greenfield pointed 
out and the examiner agreed that "tetrahydronaphthalene" is included in the definition of "aryl" in paragraph [0074] of the 
specification. Thus there is antecedent basis in claim 15 for "tetrahydronaphthalene". Mr. Greenfield gave the examiner 
permission to amend claims 1, 4, 9, 15, and 16 as discussed above and cancel claims 43 to 60 in an examiner's amendment.
